Inasmuch as the Democrats on the Sen­ 
ate Committee on Elections have voted to

It will be remembered that at 
the first session of the Forty fifth Congress 
there was a protracted and very interest­ 
ing contest over the admission of Kellogg, 
of Louisiana, and Butler, of South Car­ 
olina, the former a Republican, and 
the latter a Democrat. The condition 
of things in the Senate At that time, al­ 
though the Republicans were in the ma­ 
jority, compelled them to make aa agree­ 
ment with the Democrats to seat both 
Kellogg and Butler, and thus end the con­ 
troversy. 
The resolution upon whicu 
Kellogg was seated, was tnis: 
Resolved, That William Flit Hello,™ Ie, upon 
the merits ot the case, lawfully entitled to a scat 
in the Senate of the United Slate* from the State 
of Louisiana tor the term of six years, commenc­ 
ing on the 4th day of March, 1877, and that he be 
admitted thereto upon taking the proper oath. 
But while this resolution was pending, at 
midnight on the 30th of November, 1377, 
Senator Edmunds said: 
♦•I uke the liberty to suggest once more tho 
possibility of our coming to an understanding as 
to taking a vote upon these questions, am I ask 
that unanimous consent bo given in the nguni 
method—not that the Journal shall bind as an 
order, but tne nndersUnding of Senators does 
I ask unanimous consent to come to this under­ 
standing among Senators: First, to ro t. on the 
Kellogg-Spofford case at or before 8:3J a. rn. to ­ 
day. Second, to vote on the Batler-Corbln case 
at or before the expiration of one hour after the 
Kellogg -Spofford easels disposed of." 
This met the decided support of Senator 
Thurman, the leading spirit of the Demo­ 
crats in the Senate, and he rose aud said: 
•‘I hope the proposition will be agreed to, and 
I ask my Democratic friends on this fljor toargee 
to it, and to trust to ma that it will result lu an 
agreement perfectly honorable and fair to both 
parti ce.” 
When each of the questions was voted 
upon, Kellogg was Admitted by a vote of 
30 to 23, And Butler was Admitted at the 
same time by a yote of 29 to 28.

In the Mouse Over the United States

W ashington, March 
19—The House 
had a lively, and sometimes quite exciting, 
debate this afternoon over the marshals’ 
question. Some more wild speeches were 
ma Jo by the Democrats, Buckner, of Mis 
souri, and Hooker, of Mississippi, using 
violent language.

The 
most absurd performance of the debate was 
a speech by Richardson, of South Car­ 
olina, who had the effrontery to talk about 
Democrats wanting fair ani free elections 
lathe face of the disgraceful frauds and 
intimidation practiced in his own State.

DEADLY FEUD. 


A Plot to Starrier a XVhole Fam ily 
For One Hundred 
H ollars 
Per 
Head. 
D e9 Moines, Iowa, March 18—There ex. 
isis a deadly feud between two families, 
named respectively Howrie and Westfall, 
each composed of several members, strong, 
athletic, and pugnacious. A fight is a1 way s 
the result of a meeting of the two. This 
animosity has grown to such an extent 
that the whole community is involved on 
one side or the other. 
Last Wednesday evening, UeubeQ West­ 
fall, the elder of tho family, went out to 
look after his hogs, when he was shot by 
some per-on in 
ambuscade. The ball 
struck his head just above the ear, aud 
passed along the skull, making only a 
slight wound. Suspicion at once attached 
to the Howrie gang, but no clew could be 
got as to who did the shooting. Tne sec­ 
ond morning, about 4 o’clock, George 
Wheeler arrived at the residence of hi* 
brother-in-law, near Boone, in Boone 
county. His 
clothes 
were 
dripping 
with water. He said he had swum across 
the Des Moines River, and wanted hi* 
clothes dried and no questions asked. 
His 
peculiar conduct aroused the tu*piciou of 
of the family, aod he was questiond closely 
until finally, he confessed having shot at 
Westfall. He then endeavored to induce 
his brother-in-law, In case he should be 
arrested, to testify to ao alibi by declaring 
that 
he 
(Wheeler) was 
at 
his 
house on the night of tho shooting. 
instead of this however, the brother-in 
law notified 
the 
law 
officers, 
and 
Wheeler was arrested, brought here, and 
lodged in jail. 
While there a detective 
was placed 1q the cell with him, who pro­ 
fessed to have been watching him for 
months and knew the whole matter. 
He 
succeeded in drawing out of Wheeler the 
details of a most diabolical ecbetne to 
murder the whole Westfall 
family, in 
which scheme a large number of persons 
were engaged. There are nine persons 
in the 
Westfall family. 
Wheeler had 
agreed to do the j )b, aud was to receive 
$100 a head for every one he killed ; and 
when tho last one was disposed of, he was 
to receive $200 extra. Hts first attempt 
was in May last. He was to assassinate 
one while on his way from the church to 
the scene of the murder of the Howries two 
years 
ago; but, 
for 
some 
reason, 
the 
Westfalls 
did 
not 
go 
to 
church 
that 
evening. 
No 
further 
attempt was made until that of last week, 
which failed. The lollowingl’uesday night 
was set to murder one or all of tho family 
and burn the house; but on Monday he 
was arrested. 
He said the gang bad fre­ 
quent meetings, but were obliged to ob­ 
serve great caution, that their wives and 
daughters might not know of the plot and 
expose them through fear.

One of the moat interest 
log volumes which the cilice contains is 
is the marriage register, aud a two hours' 
examination of this was made by a Press 
reporter. The primary object of the in­ 
vestigation was to ascertain how far the 
superstitious prejudice against starting on 
a journey, beglning an important task as 
as getting married—the last by the way, 
embraces the two first mentioned on F ri­ 
day, prevails among a certain class largely 
represented in every community. 
That a 
lingering trace cf this old time prejudice 
remains was to have been expected even 
in this practical age; but that the super­ 
stitious aversmns to getting married on 
Friday pervades not only the ignorant bu 
also the educated classes, that ii influence? 
alike American and foreign Lyra citizens 
that Jew and Gentile are both apparently 
believers in the evil result of any Friday 
inaugurated scheme, ahu that Protestant 
and Catholic, Presbyterian and Baptist 
Quaker and Methodist, all alike, avoid 
Friday as the day on which to begin mar­ 
ried life, was hardly to be expected. 
It is 
nevertheless, true.

One mourn will serve as a fair criterion

and Fridays.

Not 
only in conservative England, practical 
Scotland ana impulsive Ireland does this 
superstitious feeling find deep root, hut 
there is do country in Continental Europe 
where, in one form or another, the same 
idea docs not prevail. The reason is lost 
in the impenetrable mists ol the past The 
crucifixion ol the Saviour occurring on 
that day, is believed to be the cause,among 
Christian nations, no matter what may be 
their theological d.florences, aud the folk 
lore of all countries abounds 
examples of ill iortune following the be­ 
ginning of a venture on Friday. In parts 
of Ireland and Scotland are many almost 
forgotten bits of doggerel which have de­ 
scended through generatiohs, and two lines 
of one of these ru n :

SOME CLERICAL VIEWS. 
Clergymen are proverbially opposed to 
getting “into print” over their own names, 
and in three or four of the cates where in 
formation was applied for, Miter a courte­ 
ous reception and m fall explanation, the 
stereotyped addition: “Please dont’t print 
my name,” was given. 
Said one promi­ 
nent Presbyterian clergyman, the pastor 
of a leading church, “No. I don’t think our 
people have any ‘superstitious prejudice* 
against getting married on Friday, while 
I admit that a less number get married on 
mat day than on any other day of the 
wtek. 
‘The reason?’ Well, I regard it a* 
simply an ordinary coincidence—that is all. 
Suppose you take the statistics of the ac­ 
cidents. They don’t run on any day in 
particular, do they ?” 
The reporter ac­ 
knowledged that such was the case, bat 
urged that marriage was not an accident. 
“No,” replied the clergyman, laughing, 
“it’s 
usually

sign, but really I don’t think in the Pres­ 
byterian church—that is among the edu­ 
cated classes of the people—there is any 
objection to that day any more than say 
other day of the week.” 
A Roman Catholic priest said: “Yes: 
there can be no question but what there 
is a deep rooted prejudice among our 
people to Friday marriages, aud I attrib­ 
ute it to the superstition of the lower 
classes so prevalent abroad. I find Insb 
and Germans alike the same, not that I 
have ever spoken to anyone on the sub­ 
ject, but by reference to my books I can 
ce that there are not two per cent of all 
toe marriages I have solemnized recorded 
on a Friday.” 
Two other clergymen oi different de- 
oominatiou (Baptist aud Methodist) that 
there seemed to be a prejudice against 
Friday ass marriage day, but both scouted 
the idea that superstition had anything to 
do with it.” 
Then how do you account for it?” 
It is simply a matter of choice tor the 
parties concerned, and they generally want 
to get mat ried as early in the week as 
possible so as to gel settled down properly 
When Suuday comes round.” 
But still the records show that Friday of 
ail days cf the week is the one on which 
most people do ool care to cuter on the 
matrimonial voyage of life.

H a w S h e C a m e I n t o P o s s e s s i o n o f 
H e r V a s t F o r t u n e .

M iss Burdett Couits, 
known 
as til 
richiat single woman lo England, aod as 
a person of eucfi liberality lu tbe diatribu 
HUQ of ber Vatt wealth as to commend ber 
lo tbe admiratiou of tbe civil ;zsU world 
came iblo tbe possessiou of her fortune lu 
a very loterealiog maimer. 
Sue seems lo 
prefer the simple title of Miss Coutts to 
that oi Baroness Coutts, conferred upon 
ner by Queen Victoria rn 1371, iu consid­ 
eration o th er munificent pubJc charities. 
\liss Coatis lived in rather tlralgbteuio 
circumstances during her earlier years, 
lufitrillng no property J rom her rich grand 
Ut ber. Thomas Caulis, the eminent bauk 
cr, born in ITH. 
A t the death of bl? 
brother Peter, Mr. Couits assumed the 
entire direction of tbe firm, wbicb, under 
bis control, rose to its highest prosperity 
He was a gentleman in manners, hospital­ 
ity and benevolence, and counted among 
bis friends some ot the first literary men 
and actors of his day. boon alter his set 
Hemen I in Loudon he married Eiizibetb 
Si ai key, a girl ot humble origm. 
They 
lived very happily together, and had three 
d a u g h tm —Susan, who m arried the Ext I 
ut 
Guilford ; 
Francis, 
who 
mar­ 
ried 
tbe 
Marquis 
of 
Bute, 
and 
Sophia, 
m other 
of 
the 
subject 
of this sketch, who m im ed air Francis 
Burdett, the member ot Parlim ent who 
proposed the celebrated inquiry into the 
stale of Coldb&ih Felds Prison, which re ­ 
sulted in thy dismissal of the keeper aud 
the complete reformation ot the regulations 
of that prison. 
He doubtless transmitted 
lo bis celebrated daughter many ol bit- 
benevolent virtues. 
Soon alter tbe death 
ot Mrs Coutts, in 1315, Mr Coutts fell in 
love with tbe beauiuui and accomplished 
Miss H arriet Mellon, a very popular ac­ 
tress In comedy in tbe early part of ibis 
century. This lady was born in 1775, aud 
was bo m uch younger than her opulent 
suitor m al she declined the m atch, repre­ 
senting that the forty-tour years difference 
in their ages made too great a barrier to 
to be surmounted.

happy bride of Mr Coutts. In consequence 
of tne violent opjposition of bis..three 
daughters to his union w ith Miss Melton, 
Mr Coutts disinherited them , and made

AT Ills DECEASE.

Coutts, his widow married tbe duke of Si 
Albans, Grand Falconer of England, who

estates. 
W ith this exception, she, trom a 
delicate sense of justice, bequeathed the 
entire fortune which she derived from Mr. 
Coutts to his grand daughter, Angela Bur­ 
dett, tbe youngest daughter of bir Francis 
B urdett 
The Duchess of St. Albans, in bequeath­ 
ing her lor lune to Miss Angela B urden, 
desired her to take tbe name of Coutts.

Pierce’s lecture on comets and meteors 
contains a description of the wonderful 
comet of 1843, of which Gould’s comet is 
supposed to be a reappearance; 
A bout noon on th e 23th of February, 
1843, groups ot people in many ot the 
towns of New England, especially in Port 
land, Maine, collected a t the corners of the 
streets gazing up tow ard the sun. Pro­ 
tecting their eyes in the shadow s of the 
houses, they saw a brilliant object close to 
th e sun. bach a marvelous spectacle had ( 
never before been scud. A thouglitiul sea

. Mr. C larke, brought out his SCX- 
‘ taut, and repeatedly measured the distance 
of the strange object from tne limb of the 
san. These unique observations are on 
record, and submitted to rigid criticism, 
attest the accuracy of the observer. About 
a week from this time a wonderfully bnl- 
liont tail of a comet was seen skirting the 
horizon soon after sunset, and reaching 
more than one third of the way round the 
sky. It was now 
a

without a 
head, as it was at first a head without a 
tail; but they were members of the same 
cornet The best determination ol its path 
was accompanied by the distinguished 
astronomer Sears O. Walker. At its per­ 
ihelion it paesed nearer the san than any 
known comet, with the single exception of 
that of 1680, computed by Sir isaac New­ 
ton, and in the discussion of which in the 
Principal he broached the first approxima­ 
tion to the true theory of the cometary 
tail. These two comets approached so close 
to the san that it would seem quite possible 
that they touched IU surface, or, at least, 
swept in nearer than the solar corona,

that they were ejected from the sun at the 
time of penetration, had it not4>een for the

that each of these comets was at some for­ 
mer time the product of of a solar eruption 
in accordance with Buffon’s theory ot the 
origin of comets. It would only involve a 
a force which would double the greatest 
velocity given to the solar field of dyhro - 
gen. B ata juster interpretation of the 
phenomenon, and one which avoids the 
necessity of an extravagant volcanic action 
Is to be found in the relation between the 
oomets and the meteors. It is simply the 
splash of the tailing meteors. 
In about an 
hour and a half the comet of 1813, like 
that of 1680. went round the sun Horn one 
side to the other. What would have be­ 
come of the tail, which was reaching out 
about 100.000,000 of miles from the sun 
to the earth’s orbit ? 
There have been 
those who have actually adopted the in­ 
credible I may say impossible, hypothesis 
that the tail routed through this immense 
circuit, developing a centrifugal force 
which all the united 
powers 
of the 
universe could not have sustained. No ! 
The comet practically lett its tail behind 
if, and began to grow a new tail as it re 
ceded from the sun. There were thus two 
Ulls nearly side by side. 
The new tail 
was distinguished because it commenced 
ot the head of the comet, whereas the old 
deserted Uil began without aoy head at 
some distance from the nucleus, and ex­ 
tended farther from the sun than the new 
Uil. That such should be the phenomena 
of this comet was suggested by a geometer, 
without knowing it bad been actually ob­ 
served. It was as veriUble and honest 
a prediction as it had been made previous 
to the observation. A double tail was ob­ 
served on the first four nights atter the 
comet's appearance at noonday. 
The vis­ 
ible separation ot the two uils only lasted 
for a few days, because the earth passed 
almost at once into the plane of the com­ 
et’s orbit, so that one UU eclipsed the oth­ 
er.
